Lowell, who is almost 76 years 
old, indicated he would prefer to 
serve until the close of. the current 


academic year. He has been the 
twenty-fourth in line of Harvard 
presidents which extends back to 
Henry Dunster in 1646 and his 
term of office has been e 
only twice. Charles William 
his immediate predecessor, served 
40 years. 958 

Under Dr. Lowell Harvard has 
grown enormously, and it has 
adopted reforms which have had 
far-reaching consequences in the 
world of education. No action has 
been taken with regard to the ap- 
pointment of his successor.

“One great reform.“ he said, 
“needed to put men and women 
back: to work is to establish in a 


universal way the five-day week 
and the six-hour day. This reform, 
which must ultimately be effected, 
would, if applied immediately, elec- 
trify economic conditions.“ 

While 322 delegates and hun- 
dreds of visitors heard Green out- 
line labor’s objectives, the federa- 
tion’s ecutive Committee pre- 
sented its own plan for a system of 
unemployment insurance in every 
state, administered by State com- 
missions, and supported financially 
wholly by the employers of labor. 

The convention, Green an- 
nounced, “must and will grapple 
with unemployment, relief and all 
factors of the depression.” 

At the same time the council 
reported “indications are that fa- 
vorabie action providing for a 
modification of the Volstead Att” 
to permit beer “will be taken at 
the short session of Congress, 
which meets Dec. 5.” 

“The council,” the report said, 
“woulé much prefer that work- 
ing people be privileged to work 
and be accorded job security than 
to see them accept relief because 
of unemployment.” | 
. But, it added, “the facts are 
that ‘the management of industry 
has not provided work security or 
created work opportunities for 
those who are able, willing and 
eager to work.” 


“Work or Relief.” 


Hence, it held, “industry must 
be compelled to do what ft has 
thus far failed to do. Work or re- 
lief must be provided.” 

It suggested enactment of a 
compulsory unemployment insur- 
ance plan in each state. The pro- 
ject would be administéred by a 
state commission and the council 
proposed that funds for its opera- 
tion be drawn from employers, in 
contributions of not less than 3 
per cent of the total payroll of the 
individual employer.

British Author to Sail With

“What I want to do,” he aaid, “is 
to get into a ship and get down 1 
some hard work. There is nothing 
like getting aboard ship if one 
wants to combine. rest with hard 
work.” : 
The Sunday Times said that 
Shaw would sail on the Empress of 
Britain for Egypt, India, Ceylon, 
Singapore and China and that he 
might make his first visit to the 
United States in California.

“Jealousies are 
everywhere rife. None of them at 
heart like one another, and I doubt 
whether any of them like us. For- 
tunately, a like condition exists in 
the central alliance. 

“Uniess a change for the better 
comes, the allies cannot win, and 
Germany may. For six months or 
more the ground has been steadily 
slipping away from the allies. 

“Outside of England and France, 
it is questionable whether the rest 
of the alliance is a liability or an 
asset. It would certainly ‘have 
been better if none of the smaller 
nations in Southeastern Europe 
had entered the war. Greece and 
Italy would have been more useful 
as neutrals than as allies. They 
are a drag on both the men and 
resources of the entente. England 
would have come out of the war 
better if she had fought the central 
empires alone. She would have 
taken the German colonies and 
driven her commerce from the 
seas.

SHARP EARTHQUAKE 
IVWESTERN GERMANY 


Window Panes Broken and 
Furniture Moved—Shock 
Felt in Holland. 


By the Associated Press. 
DUESSELDORF, Germany, Nov. 
21.—4An earthquake shaking the 
entire Ruhr valley and the lower 
Rhine region of Germany and Hol- 


land awoke inhabitants at 12:40 a. 
m. today. Window panes were 
broken and furniture was shifted 
in many homes. 

The shocks were particularly 
severe in Gladbach-Rheydt, Nyme- 
gen (across the border in Holland), 
and Krefeld: The quake was also 
felt in the cities of Cologne and 
Coblenz. Telephone exchanges, 
fire departments and police were 
swamped by calis of frightened in- 
habitants. 

The shock upset a lamp at Glad- 
bach- Rheydt, starting a fire. 

In the Ruhr metropolis, Essen, 
many inhabitants in the thickly 
tenanted working class districts 
rushed to the streets, while others 
leaned out of windows and asked 
neighbors what had happened. 
Many in the streets were afraid to 
return to their beds. 

In nearly all cities of the Ruhr 
valley mining area, inhabitants 
asked the same question: whether 
there had been a mine explosion. 

Shocks were also felt in the 


towns of Duisberg and Muehlheim. 
Later reports indicated the entire 
western part of Germany as far 
south as Limburg, Lahn and Co- 
blenz was affected.

FIELD in which ‘substantial 
reductions might be made with the 

greatest advantage to the whole of the 

United States is.that of raw materials 

manufactured by electric power. 

In the manufacture of many metallur- 
gical alloys and industrial chemicals, 
large blocks of electric power are con- 


' gumed. The labor element and the cost 
of the raw materials are small propor- 


tions of the finished cost, the chief fac- 
tor being that of the cost of power. 

These products are used as raw mate- 
rials for further manufacturing proc- 
esses. Consequently, their availability at 
as low prices as possible is advantageous 
to the American manufacturer and con- 
sumer. 

The underlying principle of American 
tariff pdlicy is the protection of Ameri- 
ean labor. The imposition of a tariff 
on industrial raw materials not repre- 
senting labor is a penalty on all Ameri- 
can industry and consumers, with no 
corresponding benefits. 

A reduction in tariff rates on such 
products, for example, as ferro-alloys, 
would clearly benefit American steel 
companies and steel consumers. 

Assuming that such products were 
brought from Canada, which proximity, 
cheap electric power and large Ameri- 
can interests in that country would indi- 
cate, the door would be opened there for 
reciprocal action and more favorable 
treatment to American exporters. Can- 
ada is normally the largest American 
foreign market. 

It would also encourage Canadian par- 
ticipation in the St. Lawrence waterway 
development through the provision of a 
market for the power, and would insure 
the success of that undertaking. 

To sum up, reduction in the tariff 
rates on metallurgical and chemical 
products made with electric power would 
accomplüm the maximum of benefit to 
the United States with the minimum of 
damage to any particular interests or 
sections in it, and it would be a substan- 
tial step toward removal of world trade 
restrictions. READER.

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PENNSYLVANIA'S TRUCK WAR. 

An armistice has been declared in the Pennsylvania 
truck war, but both sides are digging in for a re- 
sumption of hostilities. The strife began when 
Pennsylvania began enforcing her new law, requir- 
ing outside commercial carriers to buy Pennsylvania 
licenses if they used that State’s highways. Block- 
ades at the borders resulted. Neighboring states re- 
taliated by making the same demands on Pennsyl- 
vania’s commercial carriers that used their roads. 
New Jersey went so far as to order all Pennsylvania 
trucks, whether contract or private carriers, to buy 
New Jersey tags if they wished to there. 
Under the truce, New Jersey will wave “edict 
and Pennsylvania will consider repealing“her law, 
meanwhile being discreet in its enforcement. 

This, of course, does not decide the issue. It is 
a growing problem that cannot be settled, in Pennsyl- 
vania or elsewhere, by boycotts, blockades and arrests. 
The past practice has been, with a few exceptions, 
that appearance of any state’s license tag on a truck 
or bus entitled it te use the highways of other states. 
This reciprocity is beginning to be viewed as unwise 
by states that realize how outside carriers impair 
and destroy their highways without a cent. of recom- 
pense, save for the tax on whatever gasoline they 
buy on the way through.

Unwise management, abuse of credit, limited capital and lack of training are among 
bankruptcy causes listed in Commerce Department survey; though many are 
preventable, failures persist, and weaken entire economic fabric; suggested remedies 
include proper accounting methods, better credit system and penalties for fraud.

ANEKRUPTCY isa preventable economic 
B Widespread indifference has 

promoted it to the class of dangerous 
contagions. Its wholesale recurrence is an 
ſndiotment against, a burden upon, our 
business system. 

In terms less harsh, these conclusions are 
reached in the latest survey of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce on commercial failures 
The dissections comprised 570 bankruptcies 
cccurring between November, 1930, and 
June, 1931, in the Boston district. The 
Institute of Human Relations and the Law 
School of Yale co-operated. A satisfying 
New England thoroughness permeates the 
report, which explores the educational and

un management, abuse and over-exten- 
sion of credit, adverse personal factors. 
Most bankrupts should never have gone into 
business at all—they were licked before 
they started, by lack of real opportunity, by 
deficiency of experience and ability, and by 
other shortcomings, Instead of citing this 
as a vindication of a ‘tooth-and-toe-nail 
competitive system, the report is painfully 
logical. : 


Failures. were of little benefit to the sur 
vivors. Bankrupt assets and stocks. must 


be sold for what they will bring. Such 


sales, because of low prices, often establish “| 
levels at which remaining 


themselves unable to make a profit. 

Competition is generally believed to clear 
the unfit, leaving the field to those with 
more brawn, or more brain, or more re- 
sistant skulls. Not so, says the report. The 
unfit are eliminated, “but unfortunately 
their places are filled by others equally in- 
efficient and unqualified.” No effective 
method of selection has been discovered, 
“although there is sufficient evidence to 
prove the need of one.”’

He went to work 
for the Wabash, St. Louis & Pa- 
cific Rallroad in 1879, as a clerk in 
the auditor's office here. He be- 
came chief clerk after a year — 
assistant auditor seven years later. 
In 1900 he was made assistant to 
the vice-président, in 1903 assistant 
to the president, and in 1905 a vice- 
president of the railroad. 

When the Wabash was placed in 
receivership in 1911 Mr. Pryor was 
named co-receiver with William K. 
Bixby and F. A. Delano. The other 
receivers withdrew in 1914, and Mr. 
Pryér was in sole charge of the 
railroad uritil its sale and reorgan- 
ization in 1915. The receivership 
was left technically in force, to dis- 
pose of various details, and his for- 
mal discharge as receiver did not 
come until 1928.

In March, 1914, Mr. Pryor was 
elected president of the State Na- 
tional Bank, then at Fourth and 
Locust streets, in the Security 
Building. He remained at the head 
of the bank until it was merged 
with the Mississippi Valley Trust 
Co. in 1929. He then became 
chairman of the board of the con- 
solidated bank, which for a time 
bore a cOmposite name, but is now 
again the Mississippi Valley Trust 
Co. 

He was at various times vice- 
president of the Pacific Express 
Co., Wiggins Ferry Co., St. Loufs 
Transfer and East St. Louis Con- 
necting: Railways, and a director of 
the Missouri Pacific Railroad.

A Blue Plate 


ARMER JOHN, in the Wal- 
H pole novel of that name, 

one day saw a blue plate in 
a shop window—*one of those 
deep blues like the sea.” He 
thought it the most beautiful 
color he had ever seen, so he 
bought it and took it home. It 
was the beginning of a new era 
in his career. In fact it start- 
ed a revolution, and did not 
stop until it had turned his life 
upside down. 

In less than half an hour the 
Blue Plate made the mantle- 
piece look shabby, so he went 
out and bought two pictures to 
put beside it. In the evening 
he was looking up at the plate, 
and the rug in front of the fire 
was so faded that he was 
ashamed of it. In the morning 
he went out and bought a new 
rug, a good one, purple color 
to go with the plate. Nor did 
the revolution end there. Old 
shabby things were cleared out 
right and left, upsetting the 
whole house. 

Indeed, he had “a terrible 
time,” as he admits in telling 
us about it. It was like a fever. 
It spread to his other rooms,, 
then to his clothes, then to the 
view out of his windows, His 
flat looked on to a blank wall, 
ending in nothing. He changed 
the flat and got another that 
looked over the water and the 
trees. His whole outlook—in 
more senses than one—was 
changed by the advent of the 
blue plate; not only his outlook 
but his way of thinking. 

The Blue Plate may take 
many shapes, since beauty 
wears myriad robes. It may 
not be a blue plate at all, but 
a tiny bit of garden in an ugly 
village, a window-box in a dis- 
mal slum dwelling, a blooming 
flower in a dark basement, an 
engraving in a back room off 
& mean street; a book, a poem, 
a picture, a piece of music, a 
friendship; a spiritual experi- 
ence, an old memory or a new 
love—a touch of beauty in any 
of its lovely forms can alter the 
inner attitude as well as the 
outlook of a man, and trans- 
form his life. 

An Eastern proverb puts it 
picturesquely: “If you Rave two 
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loaves, sell one and buy a lily.“ 
Or a blue plate, or a painting, 
or a bit of sculpture—some 
Torm of art to keep us com- 
pany and bless us with its im- 
press and appeal. That is, since 
man does not live by bread 
alone, we must give beauty a 
place in our life, as well as 
cakes and ale. It is not a lux- 
ury but a necessity, if our souls 
are to be fed and live. It sets 
up a standard by which to test 
our words and acts. Ugly 
things, ugly thoughts then slink 
away, beaten and ashamed, as 
insects flee when we turn a 
stone and let in the light. 

What is beauty? No one 
knows. It just is, eluding all 
analysis and its own excuse for 
being. It is a nder and a 
mystery, not truth, nor wisdom, 
nor love, but the rose on the 
lips of truth, the light in the 
eyes of wisdom, and the glow in 
the heart of love. What can it 
be but a sacrament of “the live! 
ing Church of ancient joy,” of- 
fering man Divine Grace, and 
inviting him to make his life as 
lovely as the world in which he 
lives!

Diathermy 


NE of the effects of passing 
an electric current through a 
conductor is the production of 


heat. This phenomenon is em- 


ployed in what is known as dia- 
thermy, a form of electrictl treat- 
ment variously applied in medicine. 

n diathermy an electric current 
of high frequency is passed through 
body tissues, thereby producing in- 
ternal heat. N 

The current used in diathermy 
is not shock- producing, and when 
properly administered the patient 
feels only a pleasant sensation of 
warmth. 

Contrasted with ordinary house 
circuits using current of 60-cycle 
frequency, the current in diathermy 
has a frequency of oscillation—a 
wave-like flow—of approximately 
1,000,000 cycles per second. 

The ordinary diathermy treat- 
ment is given by the application of 
electrodes to the body of the. pa- 
tient wherever the heating effect 
is desired. , 

These electrodes are connected 
with the diathermy machine and a 
completed circuit thereby estab- 
lished through the patient’s body. 

Small portions of the body, such, 


for example, as a joint or an ex- 


tremity, may be treated, in which 
case only the temperature of the 
treated part is raised, the body 


temperature remaining the same. 


Again, the entire body may be 
treated, 

Feat production by means of 
diathermy may be utilized to se- 
cure a variety of effects. 

Thus, by the use of the proper 
kinds of currents and electrodes 
such intensive heat may be pro- 
duced as to cause the destruction 
of tissues. Electro-dessication is 
thus produced. ) 

This type of treatment is used 
in the removal of such things as 
warts, moles and certain types of 
bladder tumors. 

Electro-coagulation is another 
type of diathermic application em- 
ployed in dealing with certain can- 
cerous growths, 

A still further use of the dia- 
thermic principle appears in the 
so-called electrical cutting current 
giving what has been called the 
“radio knife.”

This leeway method gives an

opener's suit is practically sure. By 
bidding one short of game, he gains 
a whole round of bidding and en- 
ables the slam try to be recon- 
noitered without the partnership 
being driven to bid beyond game if 
the hands do not show a slam- 
fit.

Tpis is not a story about snakes. 
The reptilian reference serves sim- 
ply to call attention to the fact 
that some astonishing things are 
happening in the hospitalization of 
beasts of the field and the fowls 
of the air—and, on occasion, of 
things that crawl. 


Everyone knows that during the 
past 20 years our solicitude for 
dumb animals has grown by leaps 
and bounds. Humane movements, 
highly organized, have brought the 
powerful shoulder of science to the 
wheel. We are casually aware of 
the great progress which has bee 

made in animal surgery. 


But it Is doubtful if the average 
man appreciates the extent to 
which science has exerted itself in 
making civilization safe for domes- 
tic animals—even stepping in from 
time to time to promote the wel- 
fare of the so-called wild ones. 


As is well known, thére are, 
throughout the United States, a 
number of large animal hospitals. 
A visit to any one of them would 
no doubt surprise the lay investi- 
gator. He would be struck by the 
thought that, so far as med seal at- 
tention and the saving of life is 
concerned, the human being has 
little if any advantage over ani- 
mals. 

For example, there is the Angell 
Memorial Hospital in Boston, op- 
erated by the Massachusetts Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals. 


It is the largest privately con- 
ducted animal hospital in the 
world. Its prestige in its own field

portant discoveries in veterinary 
science having been made there. 
Its research work is known the 
world over. 
It is here that remarkable sur- 
gical invention, the “radio knife,” 
has made its first appearance in 
an animal hospital. Likewise has 
come a new anesthetic, a hypoder- 
mic which supplants ether and 
chloroform to a very large extent.

O BEGIN with, animals, es-

One of the newest contributions 
surgical science is the “radio 
knife,” a device so called because 
of the similarity of the electrical 
unit to the dial board of the older 
types of radio sets. 


From this unit extends an insu- 
lated cord at the end of which is 
what looks like a pencil and which 
the operator handles in much the 
same fashion. That which cuts is 
not in reality a knife, but a fine 
wire, usually in the form of a small 
loop, through which the current 
passes. 

It does not become incandescent, 
the heat being referred to in elec- 
trical parlance as the cold spark.” 
But t- cuts as keenly as the sharp- 
est razor and performs the added 
function of searing the edges of 
the wound as it cuts, thus prevent- 
ing excessive, bleeding. That is 
what makes it so efficient.

is called a caecum, a small cone- }

Thus the similarity and the reason 
one speaks of a dog as having ap- 
pendicitis. 

Whip worm, so-called, is what 
causes “appendicitis” in dogs, and 
according to Dr. Dailey, is on the 
increase. The worm gets into the 
caecum in vast numbers, setting up 
a chronic inflammation. | 

One of the most delicate opera- 
tions ever performed at Angell 
Hospital took place just recently 
when a prominent banker of Nash- 
ville, Tenn., personally. brought his 
valuable and beloved setter to the 
hospital for treatment. The dog 
was suffering from a gangrenous 
condition of the intestines, and his 
condition was critical. 

The animal was kept under ob- 
servation for a few days, given such 
nourishment as he could ass'mi- 
late and given a chance to become 
accustomed to his surroundings. 
Then the anesthetic was injected 
and the operation performed.

Another considerable stride taken 
at this hospital is in relation to the 
use of anesthetics. Except in the 
case of horses, where chloroform 
is in general use, ether had been 
employed. This has been largely 
abandoned by Dr. Dailey and his 
staff. 

They now use a hypodermic, a 
new synthetic preparation injected 
into the veins. It forms a colloid 
with the brain substance and pro- 
duces profound anesth 

No matter how careful doctors 
may be in administering ether, 
there is always more or less strug-

Speaking broadly of health con- 
ditions among domestic animals, 
Dr. Dailey says nervous troubles 
are multiplying just as tiey are in 
man’s feverish modern existence. 
The prevailing mode of living is the

“Naturally,” he said, “it is ap- 
parent in dogs. They are being 
raised in environments not condu- 
cive to a natural life. Their mus- 
cles get soft and their digestive ap- 
paratus gets out of kilter. 

“One convincing illustration of 
the effect of modern civiliz: tion on 
the dog is to be found in the prac- 
tice of letting dogs ride in automo- 
biles. They ride with their heads 
outside of the car and appear to 
enjoy it. 

“But this method of travel—this 
speed—is not natural to them, and 
as a result they are developing in- 
flantmation of the eyes and also of 
the ears at an increasing rate.” 

Such reactions of the animal to 
modern life are typical of the wide 
variety of phenomena which con- 
stantly absorb the attention of. vet- 
erinary science.
